THE KXFORCEMEN'f

The Senate on Tuesday passed what 


in usually called the Enforcement bill. 
It is a bill to amend the act of two 
years ngo, entitled "an act to enforce 
the 
rights of citixens of tho United 


States to vote in the several States of 
tho Union, and for other purposes." 
Tho existing law anthomes the Judges 


of 
tho Circuit Court of tho United 


States to appoint Inspectors of Ulcc- 
tions in cities having twenty thousand 
inhabitants or more; these inspectors to 
be of opposite politics, to be present at 
the registration, if there be » Ilegistra- 
tion law in tho State, to bo present at 
tho election of Representatives to Con- 
gress, at the reception of tho votes; not 
to leave the hallot-box until tho votes 
are counted, and to put their statement 
upon tho certificate of the result of the 
election. 
Tlmt law also authomm tho 


Marshal of the district to appoint Dep- 
uty Marshals in such cities to a number 
necessary to preserve public order, nnd 
to insure a fair and free election.
